Harmon P. Poor's Jump at ITl&eraia 
TaUs— Xlie Soene ea tlie around 
— Eov tlio 'Feat was Per- 
fomod. 



NiAGAUA Falus, May 21.— At 3. -40 
p.m. to-da}', B.B previously announced, 
Harmon P. Peer made his tremendous 
leap from the new Suspension Bridge 
into the surging river beneath, a dis- 
tance of 192 fest A scaffold four feet 
long Lad been erected near tho centre 
of tlie bridge, projecting over it. About 
one thousand spectators were scattered 
in viewing distance along both sides of 
the bank and on tho bridge. Peer 
camo forward bareheaded and mounted 
his platform. He was dressed in tights 
and striped merino stockings. ■ A wide 
rubber life preserver of his own con 
struction was fastened around his 
waist, reaching from liis hips up under 
his armpits. It was funnel-shaped, so 
as not to interfere with the velocity of 
his descent or hamper his actions in the 
water. A sponge was tied over his 
mouth and nose, and two smaller ones 
were stuffed in his eara A leather 
shoulder suspender Avith two small 
brass rings was attached just over his 
shoulders, and fastened to these was a 
fine brass wire coiled on a roller at- 
tached to the bridge to a.ssist him in 
keeping his equilibrium. Crossing his 
legs he adjusted a wide elastic band 
just above the knees, and another across 
his insteps, to keep his feet from spread- 
ing. "When all was ready ho let him- 
self through a .square hole in the plat- 
form and hung a few . minutes by his 
t\ro.handa Then he let go his hold 
and made his fearful drop, occupying 
three seconds and three-quarters, as 
fast as the weight of ids body would 
take him, the wire not in the 
least encumbering liira. Three boats 
were on tho rivor, waiting to pick him 
up. One was manned by Conroy, the 
Guide, and it was ho who first reached 
Peer and convoyed him safely and un- 
injured to shore. On being interview- 
ed after his feat, Peer said ho felt no 
fear. After striking tho water he 
sank some eleven feet, when the under- 
t:urrent in the rivor threw him oi\ his 
buck and carried him some fifty feet, 
when he arose to the surface, being 
under tho wator ten seconds. ' Ho is 
thirty-four years of age, weighs 1-10 
pounds, is 5 feet 10 inches liigli, slim 
built and of pleasant appciiranc(!, luit 
has determination written on his coun- 
tenance. Ho is married and has one 
child born in the suburbs of Hamilton. 
His father was a Prussian, and his 
mother an Irishwoman. Ho resides at 
Teetersvilln, county of Norfolk, Ont. 
He got his first idea of jumping when 
a sailor seven years ago in the Carri- 
bean sea, being accidentally knocked 
off a topmast into tho sea a distance of 
108 feet. After that, in Milwaukee, 
he was accidentally thrown from a ves- 
sel mast sixty-two feet. Not being 
seriously injured iu these falls 
he jumped from Watson &, Co.'s ele- 
vator, Mihvaukie, a di.stance of 72 feet, 
turning twice over in his descent. 
That was Iiis last jump till that of to- 
day. There is no jumj) on record to 
exceed this. The ne.xt is Sam Patch's 
jump at Niagara Falls, 1-12 feet in 
1829. Peer intends to repeat his feat 
of to-day at the same place on tlio 
fourth. of July.

Tha Great Ciescdlcr Maifiig a 
Spooch in tlio Roiolistaj. 

Tlic following pon-and-ink sketch 
of the German Chancellor dolivcring his 
great speech in the Reichstag on the 
Customs tarifi's, i.s" from ihc Berlin 
Tagblatt; — ^"Hush! Bismarck is speak- 
ing" With these M'ords you are usher- 
ed into the Reielistag. And it is so, 
Before even liearing a word you can 
tell by the asjioot of tho Gliambcr that 
it is the Chaucellnr who i,-; speaking. 
With their bodies stretched 'out, and 
ears wide opf n,- everybody leans for- 
ward to listen. Tire ponciTa of the 
shorthand writers fly over tho paper 
with the rapidity of lightning, and you 
hold your broatli involuntarily that 
you may liear bettor. From below is 
hoard a feeble voice — one of those 
voices which by it nervous tone sug- 
gests excess of intellectual work. Tho 
words poino by .jfrks, each sentence 
being lnl)oriou^dy formed. Tiio orator 
in sometimes hurried, :ioni(;times hesi- 
tating in his speech. Ho recalls each 
sentence, twLsts it, nml turns it about 
until bo has eliminated all tho points 
which an a^lvcrnary might attack. It 
is thon only tliat ho abandons it to tho 
House. In listening to him you ex- 
perience a strange excitement, for while 
this strong man continues his .speech 
you aro momentarily feeling that lie 
will suddenly stop - short in the middle 
of his discourse. Not that ideas are 
likely to bo wanting, but one fears 
lest the weakly voice which i.s.sucs so 
laboriously from the Chancellor's robust 
frainomay failintlio midstof theporora- 
tion without tlic possibility in tho 
hurry of picking up tho broken thread.s. 
The Chancellor himself looks ill at ease 
while .speaking, his thin white iiands 
fidgeting now with one, now with 
another button on bis modest dark 
blue cuirassier'.'! liiiiforni. Than tlioy 
catch foveri.shly at the long pencils so 
much talked about; seek refuge on the 
table; and at hist rest on the glass of 
water which stands ou tho tribune. 
You might fancy that it was only this 
resting place tlmt was wanting, for pre- 
sently his speech grows firmer, more 
severe; words flow from his lips with 
greater clearness; his tliick eye-brows 
are lowered still more upon tho grey 
eyes, which .seem to penetrate the ranks 
of the Deputies. It ia now evident 
tlmt the orator is approaching tho end 
of his speech; the sentences become 
shorter nnd more vigorous. And then 
tho Chancellor draws himself up to his 
full height; the voice, at first weak, 
gains a clear, hard ring, and he throws 
his last sentence like a bomb into the 
midst of the chamber, resuming his 
seat nuiid the loud applause of his 
frienda. "

Tho Largest Island. 

[I'cpiilar Sciono.- llontlitv.J 

Iininediatcly north of Australia, and 
separated from it at Torres Straits by 
less than a hundred miles of sea, is thb 
largest island on the globe — Now Gui- 
nea, a country of surpassing interest, 
whether as regards its natural produc- 
tions or its human inhabitants, but 
\v^iicli remains to this day less known 
than any accessiblo portion of the 
earth's surface. Within the last few 
years considerable attention has been 
attracted toward it by surveys which 
hi-'ve completed our knowledge of it.-; 
outline and dimensions, by the settle- 
ment of English missionaries on the 
southern coast, by tho .exploration of 
several European naturalists, and by 
tho visits of Australian miners, attract- 
ed by the alleged discovery of gold in 
the sands of its rivers. From theso 
various sources there has resulted a 
somewhat sudden increase in our still 
scanty knowlcdgo of this hitherto un- 
known land; and we therefore propose 
to give 11 general sketch of tho land and 
of the peculiar forms of life that inha- 
bit it, and to discuss briefly some of the 
interesting probloms connected with its 
indigenous-races. It has hitherto been 
the custom of geographers to give the 
palm to Borneo as tho largest island in 
the world, but this is decidedly an er- 
ror, A careful estimate, founded on 
the most recent maps, shows that New 
Guinea is considerably the larger, and 
must for the future be accorded tho 
first place. In shape this island difi'ers 
greatly from Borneo, being irregular 
nnd much extended in a north-north- 
west and south-south-east direction, so 
that its greatest length is little short of 
1,500 mile's— a distance as great as the 
whole width of Australia from Ade- 
laide to Port Davv.-in, or of Europe 
from London to Constantinople. Its 
greatest wldtii is -110 miles, and, omit- 
ting the great peninsulas which form 
its two extremities, the central mass is 
about 700 miles long, with an average 
width of 320 miles, a country about tlio 
size of tlie Austrian Empire, and, with 
tho exception of tho course of ono largo 
river, is an absolute blank upon our 
maps. 

Mil. Forbes, tho well-known special 
correspondent of tiio DaUy Xewi, who, 
after describing tho Afghan war, has 
now attached himself to Lord Chelms- 
ford's array, send.s a very discouraging 
account of tho prospects of the cam- 
jiaign. He says that "tho Zulu war, 
on our .side, is only commencing in oai-- 
nosfc; playing at invasion is over." He 
examines and condemns most emphati- 
cally Lord C'helni.sford's plan to invade 
Zululand "in two jirincipal columns, 
operating from bases perhaps danger- 
ously wide apart;" expresses the "hum- 
ble but emphatic opinion that it is ra- 
dically and irretrievably bad; and 
leaves risks open at which ono trem- 
bles;" and says, furthermore, that "a 
largo section of competbut ju'ofe.s.sional 
opinion is dead against it."

CmcAyo, Juno 7.— At half-past two 
o'clock this afternoon one of the bold- 
est robberies ever committed in Chic- 
ago was perpetrated near the . inter- 
section of Wnba.sh avenue and Wash- 
ington street. Henry If. Hcnson, a 
stout colored boy, about '20 years old, 
had been dispatclied by the Illinois 
Central Treasurer with a ])ackago of 
money to tho Merchants' Loan and 
Trust Company's Bank. Carl Wilson, 
the bank niessengor, accompanied him 
as guard. The package contained be- 
tween ,?9,000 and §10,000; tho e.xiact 
omount is known, but the Treasurer re- 
fuses to give it for prudential reasons. 
When Wilson and Henson reached the 
point above indicated, two men walked 
u[) to them at an ordinary ' brisk gait, 
separating as they approached, going on 
cither side of tho messonger.s. When 
they arrived within reaching distance 
they threw the contents of a half-pound 
cauof cayenne pepper full in the faces of 
Wilson nnd Henson, and subsequently 
dealt Heii.son three heavy blows with a 
sand-bag, and quick as thought seizing 
tho package of greenback;), which ho 
carried in a small canvas bag under 
his arm, thoy jumped into a covered 
huggy which stood by the sidowrllc 
and drove off at a furious rate south, 
down Wabash avenue. A considerable 
number of people wcreonthe thorough- 
faro at tho time, and quite a numl er 
witnessed the bold proceeding, but ;io 
ono was able to interfere in time to 
prevent the escape. The me^sengc rs 
were nearly blind from tho effects of 
the pe])per, but aa soon as possible re- 
ported the afTnir, and the news was 
speedily flashed to all the ])olice stations 
ajul the most vigorous steps were takjn 
to capture the highwaymen.

TuK V.\LLEY OF QtTNDAMUCK, where 
Yakoob Khan has gone to conclude poaco 
with tho English, is a spot of historic in- 
terest. Tho correspondent of tho Lon- 
don 2'i»uM says : "Immediately at tho 
b.oso of the still anowclad Sufked koh, 
within four milea of tho camp, ia that 
memorablo hill on which tho poor Euro- 
pean remnant of tho Cabul foixjo, thirty- 
seven yeara ago, made its final stand. 
There seventy men, chiefly of tho Forty- 
fourth foot, but including many oflicera 
of all arms, wearied, famino-atricken and 
desperate'!^ held at bay for tho last time 
their Afghan pursuers until, their ammu- 
nition being ezhaustod, the Afghans 
rushod upon them with thoir knives and 
slaughtered all but some half dozen men, 
among them O.apt. Soutor, with the colors 
of tho Forty-fourth, whom thoy took pri- 
soners. Where those brave soldiora foil 
there they lay until Pollock's avenging 
force pasaed them and gave them such 
hasty aopulturo is tho time permitted. In- 
credible though it may seem, their bonea 
still whiten tho hill. Tho stones with 
which Pollock's men concealed tho ghast- 
ly sight have in tho course of years been 
disturbed and displaced, and only now a 
party specially sent from this camp has 
removed tho evidence of that combat of 
which surviving Afghans still speak with, 
marked respect. Truly it would bo difii - 
cult to find on this earth any more affect- 
ing or memorable spot for the British 
soldier."
